THE SCRNE IN, THE HARBOUR TO-DAY. 

Seen, under the bright sunshine of thie 
morning the harbenr presented a very 
GiA-rent aspect from that which it wore 
Jast night, The signa of tho storm, how- 
ever, and of the havoe which it had 
wrought were numerons enowyl. Along 
the. avay the water was covered with 
vrecksgo, and on tho Praya iteclf the 
fomuants of vative craft were piled up, 
whera they had been cast by tho 
sea, such an extent in some 
placos as to make the roudway im. 
passable, At every wharf thera was 4 
gathering of wrecks of ofl Kinds of boata 
between dig two-masted jonks and tiny 
rampans, over which the pevplo whose 
homes they hid been looked sadly from the 
aun wall, One utd boatwoman whose 
sampin hud heen redueed to miatchwoad 
was ineongotable b- cuuse a clock which she 
had on board (« rare luxury 6n a sampan) 
Aad not bean saved. Amon, the men tho 
Veusl’ orfental stolidity provuiled, but 
thoy sedmed incline! “on the whole to 
tnake the best of a had job by saving aa 
fuel va, they could cf whit remained of 
ihuir boate. A few sampana near the 
Harbour Offices bed beet pulled up the 
slip there when the storm broke and eat 
to-day incangmeas bat gafe and sound an 
the toadway, their ocoupants appearing 
quite contented wih that position ns a 
tumporary arrangement. 

Amang the wrecked boats wis one cone 
taining a consignment uf dead Chinamen 
which led heen bronght from San Fran- 
cisco, The evrjucs were proked tn the 
usual way--that ia, in oublu coffins, the 
inner one being of gino. ‘The slout cages 
Had stood the losing and tembling fairly 
well, but a few of rom had beer smashed, 
with very uuplearat results, om tho qowlics 
who wore fishing thom out of the harbour 
to-day must have felt. 

All the way from ‘Pedder’s Wharf to 
West Point, tho ‘same scene of 
wreck met tho eyo. Ono ‘estimate places 
tha number of craft lust at 200. To how 
‘many people this means destitution thaso 
who know anything of the Chinese bout 
population may guess ‘The ptospect for 
These poor ponple ts, we fenr, a very sndé 
one, Many of those who have born rendered 
homeless hove found kinty: shelter in tho 
Tong Wah Hoapit. Ac peering sight ta- 
day aniong much that wag sad was the effurt 
that was mado to alleviate the misery of the 
gnitvrers by. supplying them with food, 
which waa being distribated liberally to 
thoge in want. 

Fortunately thera appenrs to havo been 
bur very little daunge douo to the Prayn 
reglamation works. The two lighters at 
Kennedy Town have escaped with scarcely 
any jijary, :

THE RECENT STRUGGLE-IN CHILL 

An occasional correapondant of the Times 
gives the following account of the horrible 
night pasted by the inhabitants. of Valpa- 
raised after Balmaceda's defeat s— 


Now that we regard the ciroumstances of 
the terrible nights after tho’ battlo ‘onthe 
heights above Valparaiso under the light 
of full information, we roalise how narrow 
our escape waa from: being forced into 
cruel expetionces. - All through the first 
night the crack and whistle af riflo and 
revolver shots wero. incessant, bub the 
jsulation of the forsign residents on two 
adjoining ridges of the . heights, _at the 
foot of which tho main ‘part of the 
town lies, and tha eturdy tramp of the 
pickols, of English and Gerson satlora and 
the foreign gaard, gave us a feeling of se- 
curity which must taye been a most aatia- 
fuetory goutrast to the panic and horrar of 
those whi funnd themsolves in the midat of 
the sceocs of demoniac riot in tho streets 
bolow. From: .the corner of the terrae 
outside our own housé we could Jonk down 
upon tha middle of the square, which was 
glaring wilh the first vat of frantic incen- 
dinriam, Masses of Iurid smoke, apd 
showers of sparks, ‘and tongues” of “fanic” 
poured upwards into tho etill clear sky. 
Every now md then, sercas the open space 
visiblo to us, figures rushed wildly, and 
sutetimes fall, no we hourd the rattle and 
saw rifles flashing with. dire, sugges- 
tiveness. Presently the firenien’s bells 
tinklud along the’ streot leading to the 
equare, one sida of which was roaring 
with eddying flame and the fall of roof 
and timber, Thon tho cracking of shots 
inereased, the mob, which was beat on 
plunder, actually oponing fire on the en- 
gines aa they vainly attempted to take up 
their positiona, Meanwhile, by the floring 
light of the conflagrations, shops were be- 
ing burst open and emptied of their oon- 
tents, no lock or padlock being proof 
against the riddling with rifle bullota to 
which they wereaubjected, With many of 
the rioters, no doubt, plunder was’ the 
main object, but s large proportion wok 
those engaged in the fiendish mischief of 
these nights acted in a epirit of mere reck- 
lena devilry. To spoak of the scenes then 


exaggcraion of langitsge. People whose 
houses were situated in tha broader streets, 
in tho neighbourhond of the lanes crowded 
with the dens of infamy, describe how both 
wen and women cama. out from thebo 
haunts into the more open spaces, and as 
they danced frantically the cueca, the na. 
tional dance to which the lower class Ohi- 
linns torn by a sart of instinct. in thoir 
excitument, every now and then one of 
thono armed with rifles would suddenly 


wanton sport shoot dome, it might be, tho 
unforlunsto woman who was gestioulating 
upposiie to him, or perhaps one of the 
comrades who wus accompanying him, in 
hie dobauch. It has boon calculated that 
by daybreak on the morhing after the do: 
cisive battle from 300 to 400 corpses were 
strewed about the streeta in the main hody 
of the town, and that perhaps fifty uf these 
were tha mangled rewuins of women, 

With regard to the remorscleas criminal 
who is responsible for this fearful outbreak 
of the brutal iustiveta of the most brutal 
classes in Chili, information is coming to 
Tht tending to prove that at any rate 
during the last days of bie despotiem 
he was brought to endure suffering akin 
to that which he had inflicted upon 
the country which had heen so unfortunate 
as to place bim ina position of authority, 
A few days before the landing of the Con. 
gressional expedition Balmaceda summoned 
his leading, officers to a, counei \ 
ore ho advocated the poli 
batile at fret wud drawing the enemy 
inland. He specially insisted on tho necas- 
sity of engaging only with a farce in the 
proportion of at least three to two a9 com~ 
pared with the strength of the army op- 
pesod to his, The frat news of acts
